"Prussianism existed in the army." The court martial that lined * 
him doubtless acted in good faith from the standpoint of mili- 


-,&udsm and, as its findings declared, the fine was "for thc best 
.- interests of the service." In other words, it would seem that 


the whole function of this court martial was to determine 
whether the bare act of writing the letter was a violation of the 
regulations. It seemed never to filter thru the military mind 
that it would have been first and foremost the duty of every 
fair, tribunal to ascertain whether the letter contained the 
TRUTH. 


It is the fixed tradition in every army, whether in demo- 


cratic America or imperialistic Prussia, that military Discipline 
must be maintained by stern methods. 
But officers of ihe 


American army, as in all armies, u<e apt to press this view to 
the point of injustice. The greenest buck private should not be 
deprived of the right to complain, and the fact that a soldier 
may be punished for complaining, without regard for the merit 
of his complaint, is abhorrent to a democratic people. 


There are excellent reasons for believing that the contented 


soldier is the best soldier. If there is "Prussianism" in the army, 
it should be known and eliminated. 
Army officers should not 


forget, aft?r all, that this is essentially a civil government, and 
that they have no powers not conferred—and revocable—by 
popular will. 


But it should plso be remembered, and thc bitter experience 


of many a past civil government should enforce thc lesson upon 
us of America, that militarism too long tolerated, will sap the 
foundation of the strongest Republic- and in the end ride ram- 
pant over thc ashes of destroyed popular institutions. Greece 
learned this to her sorrow as did thc once powerful Republic on 
the banks of the Tiber. 


Any Republ> ih-it warms the viper of militarism in its 


bosom will in the end be slung to death. Military rule and popu- 
lar rule are wholly antagonistic and sooner or later the one must 
give way to thc other. It has been so in the past and always 
must be so.

thing to do at flrst Is to "sweeten" tho 
stomach. A tcaspoonful of bicarbonate 
of soda or- a soda-mint tablet wHl re- 
lieve a mild case. 
A small dose of 


aromatic spirits of ammonia, may stop 
the trouble. 
In a more pronounced case the stomach 


should be emptied by drinking large 
quantities of tepid water, and possibly 
by adding a teaspoonful of mustard to » 
glassful of hot water. 
Ice on the stomach or a. mustard pias- 


ter to UM pit of the stomach will con- 
trol some cases. Wet a piece of blot- 
ting paper with alcohol, sprinkle it with 
grated nutmeg and place this on the 
akin over the stomach. This will stop 
nausea and vomiting in some cases.
